As the examiner kindly instructed in the office action, the 
applicant elects the disclosed species II, namely, Claim 9-15 as the 
generic claim for prosecution on the merits of the instant invention. 
That is, the instant invention is restricted to Claim 9 as the only one 
independent claim of the instant invention, drawn to a process of 
making a water proof zipper. The original Claim 1 to 8, 11 are 
cancelled, (claim 1 1 is the same as claim 10, so the applicant decided
